A MOCK RAID ON NEW YORK 


As a gentle advertising 
gesture, 
four airplanes 


sneaked over New York City tho other day and let 
loose a few mimic bombs on the sub-treasury build- 
ing. 
They expected to draw attention to the Pu- 


litzer races, but they got more than had even, been 
hoped for. 


It sounded like another. Wall street explosion. 
It 


looked like one—and somebody 
turned 
in a fire 


alarm. Regular soldiers stationed with anti-aircraft 
guns to "repel" the raid, barely escaped the wheels 
of a lumbering fire truck. 
Reserves rushed out in 


real alarm but were calmed on meeting the still dis- 
interested 
regulars. 
Some 
office 
employes 


rushed out, while others, not quite certain what it 
was all about, threw festoons of ticker tape out the . 
windows in a friendly effort to help the celebration 
along- 


Those are some of the things that happened dur- 


ing an unexpected mock raid on New York. Only 
the sub-treasury building was bombarded, as the 
"raiders" saw that they might have started mora 
trouble than they had bargained for. 


Even the blank_fa'ced, uninterested regulars might 


well fear the consequences if a real raid came. Not 
only fire trucks but every other car that could get 
loose would be dashing along the streets. 
Not a 


few, 
but a majority of office -workers would be pour- 


ing into the thoroughfares, 
inadequate to provide 


even a fraction 
of the needed standing room for 


them. A building would fall here and there, but the 
real damage would probably result from the panic of 
the masses. 


Most private citizens admit they know too little of 


war to plan means of protection against aerial or 
any other kind of attack. But they do know, from 
little experiences such as this, that such 
must be provided. It is the duty of military men to 
give the protection and they would have much more 
public support for every sort of enterprise if they 
stopped bickering and evolved practical means of re- 
serving American air for Americans. 


CROSSING AMERICA BY WATER. 


Not so risky, perhaps, as the attempted 


century voyage 
by 
Norwegian 
imitators of ,Lief 


Erlckson, aiming to reach North America in a small 
sailing vessel, but prompted no less by the spirit 
of adventure, was the trip of more than 6,000 miles 
which two Los Angeles men have just completed 
across the United States, traveling all the way by 
water in a motorboat, except for one stretch of 400 
or 500 miles over the continental divide which had 
to be negotiated by putting their craft on an automo- 
bile truck and hauling It overland. 


Accomplishment of this feat is something new in 


the history of the United States. It will serve to direct 
attention more forcibly than ever to the fact that 
we have great waterways which are available for 
navigation, though still in part undeveloped for that 
purpose. 


Automobile trips across the continent have be- 


come commonplace, and a year or two ago one of 
our enterprising airmen succeeded In flying from 
New York to San Francisco between the early dawn 
and the late evening of a long summer day. 
But 


doing the journey by devious fresh water routes, 
'more than doubling the distance by highway or the 
established airway, is an achievement no less notable. 


J. E. Hoag-, a former newspaper mas, and F. S. 


Wilton, motion picture photographer, were the pair 
who saw America first in a motorboat. 
It took 


them a little over 4 months to get from. Astoria, Ore., 
near the mouth of the Columbia river, to New York. 


First they pushed up that stream to Sello Falls, 


Wash., at which point the boat was taken from the 
water to be carried by truck to Fort Beaton, Mont. 
At that place it started down the Missouri river, 
finding its way through difficult stretches of_ shal- 
low water for several hundred miles until the "junc- 
tion with the Yellowstone was reached. 
After this, 


the water tourists made 160 miles a. day, assisted 
by the current until they reached the Mississippi a 
few miles above St. Louis consuming about two 
week's time on that part of the voyage. 


Thence they turned northward up the Mississippi, 


proceeding as far os the mouth of the Illinois river. 
That stream and the Chicago drainage canal gave 
them access to Lake Michigan. They continued by 
the great lakes to Port Severn on the Georgian bay, 
and from there by the Trent waterways to Lake 
Ontario and down the St. Lawrence river. 
From 


Montreal they went up the Richelieu river to Lake 
Champlaln, which is connected by a canal with the 
Hudson, thus enabling them to reach New York. 


The two navigators must have enjoyed many of 


the sensations of real explorers during their unique 
trip. 
Much of the route was through wild wastes 


snd virgin, forests, and while there were no lurking 
redskins anywhere about to challenge their progress 
Ihc country was otherwise In much the same condi- 
tion as when the first white men penetrated to the 
interior of the continent. 
They also passed through 


the heart of the greatest agricultural region in the 
world, where civilization has taken complete pos- 
session and all but driven out the wild life that was 
formerly so-abundant on the western plains. 


It was the rivers, streams and lakes that enabled 


the English, Spanish. French and Dutch explorers 
of three and four centuries ago to reach the vast 
inld-continent 
region. Hudson went up the river 


which bears his name, De Soto 
traveled up tho 


Mississippi, La Salle and others conducted expedl. 
tlons into the great lakes country. 
Later, Lewis 


and Clark came up the Missouri In their notable tour 
ofi discovery to the northwest. 
Tho water routes 


were opened long before any overland trails existed, 
and for a time were tho only means of communtca- 


. tion. 


In a striking way, the two Pacific coast travelers 


have emphasized tho possibilities 'of water-borne 
traffic In the United States and Canada. 
It la to 


be hoped that their trip may soon bear fruit in tho 
shape of Improved waterways connecting the In- 
terior with the open sea. •

Muscle Shoals and a few dams 
on the Missouri river show the possibilities. The 
east can no longer claim a monopoly of power, the 
absolutely essential ingredient. 


In a New Orleans paper there recently appeared 


an item stating- that sugar cane, long- a staple crop 
of Louisiana, may lose its eminence in the list of 
the state's agricultural products "If sugar beet grow- 
ing proves successful." There is another example of 
"hard dying" qualities of the old order. We in th 
west know that sugar beets have been a success, 
and that sugar beet factories are supplying an in- 
dustrial note in communities that would otherwise 
have remained as farming- districts alone for many 
more years.

As a matter of fact, their prosperity does not depend 
on ability to sell their wares in the west. They wi, 
find new markets, now articles to manufacture or 
grow.

THE BENEFITS OF EXERCISING. 


Have you thought of physical 
exercise 
simply as a means of 


strengthening the muscles? That Is but one of the benefits. 


Exercise not only affects the muscles but has a decided beneficial 


effect on all of the organs of the body. Let me tell you how this re- 
sults, then you will see the advisability of adding an exercise period to 
your daily program if you have not already done so. And If you have, 
then I will strengthen your resolve to continue It when your 
Interest 


flagsI will take the effect of exercise on the muscles first to show you 
how the whole system is involved and benefitted. 


When muscles are used there aro both 
physical and 
chemical 


changes In them. The physical change consists of a contraction and 
thickening, followed by a relaxation or elongation to noraml 
position. 


This causes a pressure oival lof the structures in them, — the muscle and 
fat cells, nerves, blood and lymph (the tissue fluid) and results in an au- 
tomatic pumping of the blood arid tissue fluid into and out of the mus- 
cle, thus quickening the circulation and bringing in fresh arterial blood 
and sending the venus blood containing the waste products, onward. This 
means, of course, better nourishment and better elimination of wastes 
in the cells and improvement of the "tone" of the muscles ^ability to con- 
tract quickly \yhen called upon.) 
Muscles that are not exercised lose this tone. They become shrunk- 


en, flabby and weak; in other words, they atrophy (the word "atrophy" 
means "without nourishment"). 
This is strikingly shown in muscles 


that have lost their power to contract through loss of nerve control, as 
in paralysis, or through some injury that prohibits their use. We know 
that muscles that are used frequently do just the opposite to this— they 
develop and become stronger.

their normal position. Exercise which strengthens the muscles attached 
to the spinal joints has a great deal to do with correct posture, and cor-

Nation and States. 


(Louisville Courier-Journal.) 


Governor Whltfleld of Mississippi 


Tas issued a call for a conference 
jf governors, congressmen and in- 
'ercsted citiens of 
the 
South to 


meet at Birmingham Oct. 28 and 29 
to discuss "questions vital to the 
\velfare of the South." One of the 
purpose of the proposed conference 
s to take up matters "growing out 
>f the relations 
of 
the 
federal 


government to the several states." 
It is to he hoped that the South- 


•rn Democratic governors will not 
forget the doctrine of state's rights 
on which our plan of government 
is founded and will take a stand 
against further federal functions. 
Jefferson held that the 
federal 
government is empowered to levy 
taxes necessary to provide for gen- 
eral walfare only as specified in the 
constitution, not to promote "gen- 
eral welfare only as specified in tho 
congress thinks or prctents it ought 
to be promoted. In other words, 
merely because congress 
believes 


this bureau or tha tshould regulate 
our manner of living, it is not a 
true indication that any one of its 
proposals is either proper or con- 
stitutional. 
And If the governors have for- 


gotten what Jefferson 
said 
they 


may recall that only a year ago 
President Coolidge declared: "Ef- 
ficiency of 
federal 
operations is 


impaired as their scope is unduly 
enlarged. Effiency of state govern- 
ments is impaired as they relin- 
quish and 
turn 
over to federal 
government responsibilities which 
are rightfully theirs." 
There is a drift a-nray from tha 


balanced relations between nation 
and state which should be checked 
before centralized government be- 
comos the rule and federal bvreaus 
regulate pur 
every 
thought and 


action. Expediency is dictating the 
policy of many states In permit- 
ting federal encroachment. What 
Is needed Is a few more governors 
with- the courage of that governor 
of Maine, who sent back a federal 
aid check for the promotion of some 
bureau's pet scheme with the curt 
reply: "No!"

Knox County Adopts System 


Provided By Last 


Legislature. 


(Special to The Star.) 


WAUSA, 
Neb., 
Oct. 12.—Knox 


county is believed to be the second 
county in the state, Custer being] 
the first, to adopt the new method 
of classifying land by taxation in 
accord with a law passed by the 
last legislature after having been 
recommended at the state conven- 
tion of commissioners and super- 
visors held in Omaha last year. 
The county has appointed a board 
of three men, C. A. Holmquist of 
"Wausa, L. B. Crew of Creighton, 
and F. H. Lenger of Niobrora, who 
met with the 
state tax commis- 


sioners and worked out a. form of 
classification. 
In Knox county the land has been 


divided into four classes with eight 
subdivisions for each class. Class 
A ia agricultural 
lands; B, 
hay 


lands; C, pasture lands; and D, 
timber lands. 
Class A2, class A3, 


etc., are agricultural lands which 
have low or waste places. 
Each 


40-acre tract of land is put in the 
class that has the most acres of 
that class. Also each township in 
the county is classed in the same 
way according to the quality of 
land, transportation difficulties and 
distance to market, so that injus- 
tice will not be done the farmers 
who live 20 to 30 miles from mar- 
ket and the assessor will have 
a 


basis for assessment in the differ- 
ent townships. 
As a result oJTt-he inauguration of 


this new system of land classifica- 
tion taxation will be equalized, a 
permanent 
record will be estab- 


lished which will be an annual sav- 
ing to the county and the work of 
the equalization board will be re- 
duced to a minimum. The cost of 
re-assessment will be eliminated to 
a great extent, which in this coun- 
ty amounts to $2,300.

WHEN CATCHING PUNTS. 
Ability to handle punts cleanly 


is more 
important because fum- 


bled punts lose more games than 
any 
other 
rnisplay. 
The 
best 


method, here pictured, is to receive 
the ball with the hands well above 
one and with them guide it to the 
stomach. 
That gradually 
breaks 


the force of its fall. The stomach 
acts as a final cushion for stopping 
it. 


In catching a kicked ball, keep the 


arms well together, also the 
legs, 
and bend the 
body at 
the hips, 


knees and anskles so it has "give" 
to it. This position enables the re- 
ceiver to 
form a pocket of 
his 


hands, arms, 
legs and 
torso in 


which to hold the ball. Thus, when 
tackled viciously and thrown hard, 
he holds onto the ball because he 
is actually wrapped around it. Or 
if no opponent is near he can tuck 
it under his arm and start his run. 


Don't try to trap a kicked ball 
against the chest with the hands or 
lead it to the chest when catching 
it. It will rebound all too frequent- 
ly from that hard, 
boney part of 


one's anatomy. 
Play a punt safe 


by first catching it. After that- 
run.
